K. H. Frederika Sophia Wilhelmina, ge- 
boren Koninklijke Princesse van Pruissen, 
Douariere van Zjne Doorluchtige Hoog- 
heid Willem den Vden, Prins van Oranje 
en Nassau, Erfstadhouder der Vereenigde 
Nederlanden &c. &c. &c. is ter eere van 
dien dag het garnisoen alhier om elf nur 
des raorgens onder de wapens geweest, en 
zyn op den middag een en twintig schoten 
door de Artillerie gedaan. 

Zondag Il. viel een. matroos Kanes 
Nielzon, behorende tot Zyner Majesteits 
brik Merkuur, in de haven en verdronk on- 
gelukkig. Men vermoedde niet dat hj 
dit ongelukkig lot ondergaan had, tot den 
volgenden Dingsdag wanneer zjn lk op 
dreef, het welk dadelyk werd opgevischt 
en behoorlyk begraven. 

_ In de namiddag van Maandag Il. werd 
een blank kind hetwelk scheen gewurgd te 
zjn, kort na zjne geboorte gevonden op 
den grooten weg nabj den tuin Hof en

de van blanken afkomst te zjn, De seuk 
die het Ijkje van zich gaf, lokte een hond 
naar die plaats, het geen oorzaak was, dat 
hetzelve ontdekt werd. Er werd dadeljk 
berigt aan bet Fiekalaat gegeven, waarop 
de schout en verscheiden drenders, verge- 
geld door den stads-ehurigyn naar den 
plaats gingen, em na de zr examina- 
tie te hebben gedaan, werd het ljk van 
het kind begraven. Om de zaak der 
menschheid is het te wenschen, dat de da- 
der van deze verschrikkelyke misdaad, on- 
dekt zal worden, en naar verdienste ge-

Gisteren middag arriveerde hier de Ne- 
derlandsebe brik Henriette Wilhelmiaa, 
kapitein Kerkhof, in zeven weken van Am- 
sterdam.

wys stukken te geven, de vrees was, van 
eenen uitslag onbestaanbaar met zjner

bovengenoemden Heer te wederleggen, en 
hem in de oogen van zjne getrouwe lands 
lieden, in een eerljk en verheven oogpunt 
te plaatzen.
